II and regse to the rank of colonel in the Air 
Forces. Again during the Korean conflict, he was 
on active duty as commanding officer of an Air 
Force experimental physics and research station, 
involved with cold and warm weather tests on 
equipment and material. . 

Mr. Russell also is famed as an inventor, 
including military projects such as aerial bomb 
sights. He is an amateur astronomer.

“This tree hasn’t been too happy 
here,” he explained as he told of 
its transplant from the former 
SAC campus at 10th and Main to 
its present site. According to Mr. 
Lirette, the tree had ‘quite a 
struggle for its life during its first 
few years here, but now is holding 
its own. 

The class also learned that the 
Ginkgo tree dates back to the 
time of dinosaurs, and was pre- 
served through sheer chance until 

«its discovery in a Chinese mon- 
astery a few years back. Now it is 
a popular ornamental tree in’ 
North America, England and 
Europe. 

Other samples of gymnosperms 
were the Bunya Bunya tree, which 
has cones as big as_ pineapples. 
These cones have to be removed 
from the trees before they reach 
full growth because of the hazard 
involved in their falling. 


This semester of Life Science is, 
devoted to plants, and the mem-” 
bers of the class have taken field 
trips to Irvine Park and Anaheim 
City Park to coll@ct specimens for 
their collections.

These and many other jobs in 
Italy, Spain, England, and Swit-

Program Expanded 

This year, the program has been 
expanded to include many more 
jobs than last year. The American- 
European Student Foundation (a 
non-profit organization) is offer- 
ing these jobs to students. They 
consist of fores work, child 
care, farm work, hotel work, con- 
struction work, and jobs requiring 
more specialized training. 

The purpose of this program is 
to afford the student an oppor- 
tunity to get into real living con- 
tact with the peoples and customs 
of Europe In this way, a concrete 
effort can be made to learn some- 
thing of the culture of Europe. In 
return for their work, the students 
will receive room and board, plus 
a wage.
